•very hundred death* in the state of 
Kentucky thirty-nine are preventable, 
says the Kentucky Tuberculosis Com- 
mission. And what is a preventable 
dlaeaae? It is one which la directly or 
Indirectly spread from one person auf- 
ferinK with It to others. We know 
what most of these diseases In Ken- 
tucky are, vis., consumption, pneumo- 
nia, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, malaria, whooping-cough, 
measles, smallpox, cerebro-aplnal men- 
ingitis, syphilis, and gonorrhoea. Bach 
of these diseases is caused by tha 
growth in the body of a tiny organism, 
commonly called a germ. These germs 
can not be seen by the naked eye, but 
under the microscope the shapea, 
characteristics and habits of moat of 
them have been studied, ao that they 
are now aa well known to physicians 
as are those of human beings or do- 
mestic animals The egga of hook- 
worms are also transmitted from per- 
son to peraon, but in thla caae the full- 
grown organism can plainly be Been 
by the naked eye. Since we know 
how these diseases are transmitted. 
It is perfectly posalble, when people 
aid the doctors, to prevent their 
spread.
